“It shall be unlawful for any person to smoke or carry a lighted 
cigar, cigarette, pipe or match or use any spark, flame or fire- 
producing device which has not been authorized for use by 


the commissioner... 


“Any person who shall violate, or refuse, or neglect to comply 
with any provision of this section shall be guilty of an offense 
and shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, or both; and any such person shall, also for each 
offense, be subject to the payment of a penalty in the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars, to be recovered in a civil action 


brought in the name of the commissioner.”

A_ LOCAL LAW

the city councii has passed a no smoking law which is printed on 
the first page.

You are an employee on duty and you suspect fire in

Confirm your suspicion and proceed to the nearest 
alarm box on your floor and pull the alarm. 


a) We have an internal alarm system; your action 
will summon the hospital's own fire brigade (i.e. 
some of your fellow employees who have drilled 
periodically with fire extinguishers). 


b) Alarm boxes are located on all floors adjacent 
to the stairwell exits. (Next time you tour the 
floors, please note the location of doors labelled 
Stair A, Stair B and Fire Tower. Note Fire Alarm 
Boxes. ) 


Stand by at fire alarm box to inform members of 
the fire brigade where you think the fire is. 


II. Well, you've done it! You've called the fire brigade.

What are they supposed to do and where do you fit 


Members of the fire brigade will report with a 
variety of fire extinguishers to the location of 

the fire alarm box which was pulled by you. They 
will need your help in locating the fire, therefore, 
be available. 


Reporting also will be administrative personnel, 
senior nursing personnel, the chief engineer and/or 
his alternate. 


At this point, the responsibility shifts, you are 
relieved of responsibility. You have dune the 

right things; you've gotten the fire brigade 

and directed them to the scene of the suspected fire. 


Very probably you wiil be asked to help close doors 
and windows in the areas adjacent to the suspected 
fire. 


The fire brigade's responsibility is self-evident, 


i.e., get to the fire quickly, extinguish it, 
if possible, or contain it to a limited area until 
such time as the professional fire-fighters arrive. 


5. The administrative personnel, nursing, and/or chief 
engineer on duty has the responsibility for uirecting 
the fire brigade and also for making the decision to 
call in the New York City Fire Department. 


a) Whenever the existence of a fire has been 
definitely established, the New York City Fire 
Department shall be summoned. 


b) This may be done through the telephone switch- 
board where a direct line connecting this hospital 
to the fire department may be activated by the 
telephone operator. Assurance of this notification 
should be confirmed by messenger. 


III. You're a nurse or doctor, you are on the patient floors, 
you hear the fire alarm. What is expected of you? 


l. Your prime responsibility, as always, is for your 
patients. 


a) You can help them by getting them to stay in 
their rooms behind closed doors. There may be 
considerable resistance to this idea either because 
the potential gravity of the situation may be 
rejected by the patient, or because the patient 
doesn't like the idea of veing left behind "trapped" 
in his room. 


b) Perhaps you can better comfort the patient if 

you are aware that the doors to patients rooms in our 
hospital are "%-hour" rated doors, which means literally 
that it will take % of a hour to burn through them. 


2. Your next-.responsibility is to yourself. Stay 
alive by getting yourself out of corridors. Get 
behind fire doors that are rated to last until the 
professional fire-fighters arrive. 


a) some grisly facts about the recent tragic fire 
at Hartford Hospital bears out the above: 


First, fire burst out of a trash chute on the 
ninth floor level of a 13 story modern building. 


Second, twelve of the sixteen persons who died 
were ambulatory; nine persons died in corridors, 
five died within 10 feet of stairwells. 


b) 104 people were taken from behind closed doors - 
ALIVE. 


IV. Conclusions for all to remember. 
1. Sound alarm immediately. 
2. Pinpoint location of fire for the fire brigade. 
3. Close all doors and windows. 


4. Get everyone (not including fire brigade) behind 
closed doors as soon as possible. 


5. When New York City firemen arrive, take instructions 
as directed.

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EMERGENCY LIGHTING AND POWER PROVIDED 


In the event of a power failure, the hospital will have 
available emergency lighting and power. Certain areas will be 
supplied with lighting and power on a limited basis. The emergency 
system will switch on automatically should there be a power failure. 


The following areas will be covered by our emergency 
lighting and power system. . 


Corridor Lights - There will be spot lighting in all 
corridors. Every fourth light wili be lighted. 


Exit - All exit signs will be lighted in every corridor. 


Stairways - The main stairway and fire tower stairway 
will be lighted on ali floors. 


Operating Suite - The complete operating suite, including 
the Recovery Room, will be lighted and supplied with power. 


Elevators - All elevators will be lighted but one elevator 
will be operating. Elevator telephones will be functioning. The 
Engineering Department can control the elevators and determine which 
one to operate. 


Paging System - The entire system will be operating. 


Switchboard Room - The switchboard and lights in the 
switchboard room will be operating. 


Main Kitchen - All refrigeration equipment and electrical 
outlets for the food trucks will be functioning. Certain emergency 
lights will be operating. 

Blood Bank - The Blood Bank machine will be operating. 


Pumps - Special emergency pumps, located in the engineering 
department in the cellar, wiil be operating. 


Research Department - Both stairways and certain refrigeration 
equipment will be operating.
